MEETS / 7/25 / HALIFAX NS. The reverse is blank, however, Mark congenially signed a few of them on 
the reverse. 


Mark, kept one example for himself, and generously donated the other 19 to the C.A.T.C. These 
were offered to those present at $20 each and quickly sold. After paying Mark for his expenses in creating 
the medallions, the C.A.T.C. realized $280.00. Thanks is given to Mark for this generous donation and for 
a wonderful souvenir of our Halifax visit.

This interesting token for E. Plante, Amos, ONTARIO was recently acquired at a US 
coin show in Detroit, Mich. The bakery token appealed to the writer in that a town 
named Amos, Ontario and the name of the merchant could not be recalled as having been 
seen before, and as well, the reverse in French was a bit of a puzzle for an Ontario token. 
Initial research confirmed a village/town named Amos does not exist, or has previously 
existed, in Ontario. There is however a city in the province of Quebec by this name. 


Research was then begun to try and locate the merchant in Amos, Quebec. Business 
directories consulted did not provide any evidence of an E. Plante, however upon 
consulting the Société d’histoire d’Amos in Amos, QC, important information was 
provided by their very able archivist, Mr. Guillaume Trottier. Mr. Trottier was able to 
confirm the token issuer was indeed a baker in Amos, QUEBEC. It is most unusual to 
find a token having been struck with an incorrect province. 


Mr. Eugéne Plante was born at St-Michel, Bellechasse, Quebec in 1873. He was the son 
of Celestin and Marie Anne Plante. The 1881 Canada Census indicates Celestin Plante 
was a farmer, and of interest, also a baker. The exact date Eugéne Plante began his 
bakery in Amos, QC is not documented but it was prior to 1919 as there is a record he 
purchased an adjacent lot to his bakery in that year. The bakery was located on 1" 
Avenue. Records indicate Mr. Plante sold his bakery to the Raoul Arcand family in 1922. 


Mr. Plante died on January 30, 1931, at the age of 58. His brother Omer Plante, Auxiliary 
Bishop of Quebec, officiated at the funeral held at La Tuque [Mauricie]. Mr. Eugéne 
Plante had been mayor of the townships Figuery & Dalquier, near Amos, and was re- 
elected five times.

A photograph of Mr. Plante is not available, however Mr. Trottier was able to provide a 
photo of the bakery shop after it had been had been sold to Mr. R. Arcand. The sign over 
the door [top left] reads “R. Arcand, Boulanger Patissier” [Baker Confectioner].

Amos currently has a population of about 17,000. It is situated in the Abitbi 
Témiscamingue region of north-western Quebec, approximately 60kms north of Val-d’Or 
and 100kms east of the Ontario border. The first settlers began to arrive circa 1910. In 
November 1913 application was made to become a village, which was granted in January 
of 1914. The name Amos was chosen in honor of Alice Amos, the wife of Sir Lomer 
Gouin, then Premier of Quebec. The first elections were held in March 1914, and those 
chosen for office included Raoul Arcand, mentioned above. The village, through 
amalgamations, became a town in 1925, and a city in 1987.

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The Maylor Block had a windmill built on top of 
the brick building to pump water to a large 170 
barrel tank made by Robert Fulcher, the water 
was needed to sprinkle the streets.

Originally in the 1850’s this location at King 
and Main ,was the site of a large sawmill, later in 
1874 Samuel Mallery made cabinets on this 
location. 

The top floor of the building remained vacant 
and the coping was removed to lessen the weight 
of the building, said to have been built on 
quicksand, perhaps the large water tank was the 
culprit. ( it remains a handsome building ) 

Forest one of only two incorporated towns in 
Lambton County, the other being Petrolia. 


James Maylor a Tailor came to Forest, Lambton County in 1870, from Lindagal, Cornwall, England. James 
Maylor first store in1872 was in a one story frame building on the north side of King St. Tom joined his father in 
business, they moved again in 18776/7 farther along King St., the business now named James Maylor & Son. 

The new three story brick building built in1884 housed crockery and glassware in part of the basement. The first 
floor drygoods, groceries boots, shoes and gents furnishings, the second floor the Tailor shop, the third floor due to 
weight concerns was little used. 


Floor space was greatly increased in 1900 with the purchase of a two store building adjacent the rear of their store 
from H. L. Morphy, electric lights were installed in show cases in1907 as well as the purchase of a new delivery 
wagon in 1908, The first variety of Due Bill Tokens were issued sometime during this period. 1876-1908.

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Maylor’s was incorporated in 1909 when Tom Maylor’s four sons joined the firm; each department was supervised 
by one of the sons, Tom W., John, Victor and Joseph, this arrangement continued until 1914, at that time the Maylor 
boys were required to serve overseas in WW1. For the duration on the war the store was leased to W.H. Stinson of 
Kingsville, Ontario. On October 6" 1920 Maylor Brothers took over again, by 1921the business becoming” 
Maylor’s Cash Store” The business was sold off piece by piece, the remainder, the grocery department was sold to 
Paisley and McIntosh in 1925. ( Outstanding Due Bills were recalled with a general telephone message on the rural 
lines on a Friday evening, informing they must be cashed in before regular and permanent closing hours Saturday. )

William Henry Stinson successor to Maylors, Limited purchased the stock and continued the business in the same 
location on the NE corner of King and Main in Forest, Ont. The purchase reported in The Forest Standard on Oct.7 
1915 stated Mr. Stinson is a business man of several years experience in different parts of the province, but of late 
residing in Kingsville, Ont., he had conducted a General Store in Chesley and Cottam, Ont. Also mentioned was Mr. 
Stinson would be taking stock for the next two weeks, opening on Thursday, Oct. 21 1915 with an inventory of 
$60.000 worth of reliable Merchandise. 


Stinson’s “Big Store” ran large advertisements in the local News Paper as did his predecessor Maylors. Perhaps a 
first was payment of transportation by Rail to customers with purchases of $10.00 or more from Aberarder, 
Camlachie, Thedford, Parkhill and Sarnia, Ont., he accepted produce same as cash for Butter, Poultry and Eggs. 
In the May 20 1920 edition of the The Forest Standard he wished to purchase 10.000 dozen eggs. 


Due Bills issued by Stinson’s are scarce, only four varieties are known, they are 50¢, 25¢ 10¢ and 5¢ , however a 
full set was probably produced, their scarcity suggest a successful recall, a request in the local paper dated Sept.23” 
1920 reads Kindly Bring in All Due Bill Money This Week. Retiring Sept. 25.1920. The business being 
repurchased by Maylor Bros. 


Stinson moved to St.Thomas, Ont. in 1923, later to Simcoe, Ont. where he resided with his son Cline until his death. 
Death came to him at age 89.

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J.M. Harris, Sandon, B.C.

Sandon, B.C. was founded in 1892 and named after a local farmer and miner, John 
Sandon. Because of its fortunate location on the railway to Kaslo and with road access to many 
mining camps, the town grew quickly. Jonathan Morgan Harris, an American, filed a mining 
claim to the site which became the rich Reco Mine and it also included the surface rights to the 
Town of Sandon. 

By 1897, the population of Sandon was 2,200, serviced by two banks, a post office, ten 
hotels and innumerable bars. It was a place for business and pleasure for the people of the 
Slocan area. 

In 1898, Harris purchased the Black’s Hotel, a five story modern building, which he 
renamed the Hotel Reco. All was favourable for Sandon until May 4, 1900, when a devastating 
fire swept through the town destroying all the buildings, as they were all constructed of wood. 

Harris, who still owned the townsite, encouraged everyone to rebuild. He led the way by 
building a two story Hotel Reco. 
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It seems likely that the Harris tokens had been delivered to the Hotel Reco shortly before 
the big fire and that they too were destroyed in the fire. The surviving token may have been 
found in the rubble and kept as a souvenir. 

I attended a collectibles show in Victoria, at what is now named the Comfort Inn, on 
March 14 and 15, 2009. Among the local and mainland dealers at the show was Albert Tanner, 
of Vancouver. When Albert spotted me, I was waved over to his table. After an exchange of 
greetings, Albert handed me the illustrated token. 

I gave it a close look and told him I believed that it was from Sandon and very old — 
likely before the big fire. Albert gave me a big smile and told me that was also his opinion. He 
explained that he had made an opening bid for it in an eBay auction. There were no other bids so 
he acquired it from the Toronto owner. Albert quoted me a fair price and the token changed 
hands. Very sadly, Albert passed away just two months later. 

Now may I share a personal experience? My father-in-law, Charles Burbridge, was 
widowed shortly after his retirement. Sometime later, he moved to England where he re- 
married. In 1960, we received a letter outlining a planned visit to Canada and the dates that they 
would be in Calgary. They had only one request of us — would we drive them to New Denver? 
He had taught school there for several years after WWI and both of his sons were born in New 
Denver. 

The Trans-Canada Highway was still under construction but we were able to take a route 
through the USA. There was an exciting reunion with some former students and then it was 
suggested that we visit Sandon. A short drive brought us to Sandon. This was a sad period for 
the residents, as the many mines had run out of ore and we saw only one new mine in the area. 
Empty buildings were being readied for removal to other locations or were being torn down. 

As we walked towards the main town area, a woman emerged from what I believe was 
the Hotel Reco. This fine looking lady introduced herself as Mrs. Alma Harris and gave us a 
warm welcome. Her brief history of Sandon included mention of her marriage to Mr. Harris 
when she was just twenty years of age. Mr. Harris had died in 1953, a few years prior to our 
visit. 

We thanked her for speaking to us. I then remembered to ask about tokens. Mrs. Harris 
thought she had some and took my business address in Calgary, and promised to call on me. 

A month later, while on her way to Brant’ where the family farm was located, Mrs. Harris 
arrived at my office. We had a pleasant conversation, which included many reminiscences of her 
many years in Sandon. She had also brought a few tokens with her, and promised to look out a 
further token to bring on the next visit. 

Unfortunately, my office had run out of desk space, forcing a move into an office tower. 
I forgot to notify Mrs. Harris of our change of address. I owed her an apology, as we never met 
again.

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J. Finlayson Counterstamp 
by E. Leighton, FCNRS 


Recently a few counterstamped coppers came into my possession that have me intrigued. 
They came from a small town outside of Cleveland, Ohio. The chap who sold them explained 
that his great-grandfather had operated a coin store in Cleveland in the 1920's, and these coppers 
were from that store. If the reader has seen these “dear old grand dad” stories before, then it will 
be understood when I say that instinct suggested ending the conversation and the deal. But, you 
might well guess the outcome. What “got” me, was the origin of the coppers: most are from the 
former British Colonies now parts of the Dominion. 


So, now I have this small collection of 15 different coins and tokens with the same 
counterstamp — or portions of it— on each one. The full name is J. Finlayson, but there is only 
one piece that shows it all. Incidentally, neither the vendor nor his grandfather are named 
Finlayson.

The 1799 halfpenny provides us with the full surname — in two parts — with the “AY” 
common to both, identical to each other, and to all the other instances noted. The 1824 NS penny 
helps to corroborate the name, lacking only the final letter. 


There is no doubt that all of these were stamped with the same punch, and that it was a single 
punch with the entire name on it versus a series of single letter punches. The letters are spaced 
exactly, and are identical in form on each stamped coin/token. The one exception to the rule is 
where a crossbar was added to make the “A” on one token; the rest all carry an inverted “V” — 
when space permitted that part of the punch. The addition appears contemporary to the punch, as 
if Finlayson saw the defect and thought to correct it. One can imagine how soon this would 
become tiresome. 


If we lump the colonies with the parent country we have 14 British coins and tokens dating 
from 1799 to 1860 and one lone Austrian piece from 1865. The clear majority are half pennies, 
with two each of the penny and farthing size. A most tempting assumption to make would be 
that they were a Canadian merchant’s countermark, in very similar fashion and meaning as the 
famous Devins & Bolton pieces. Tempting, but not conclusive. 


These all came from the United States, and all but one from a single locality. One thought 
trends toward the possibility of a local application of the stamp there; another is the realization 
that people usually bring their oddities to dealers in case they are worth a few cents. 


I am unaware of any specimen found in Canada. Brunk’s F-180 is described also as “J. 
FINLAY” the same as seven of the above, on an 1863 English penny.’ It would be of interest if 
other instances of this mark are reported. 


How long Finlayson stamped coppers before the Austrian pfennig of 1865 came his way is not 
determined, but that one coin certainly gives a time frame to explore. Assuming (hopefully), a 
Canadian merchant with a dint to impress his name on coppers with a generalized date of 
operation of 1865, a search of the Census records for both 1861 and 1871 was made. The initial 
limiting factors were: males with the initial J. over twenty years of age.

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For 1861, in all Canada West, Canada East, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and including Prince 
Edward Island, there were only 21 J. Finlaysons of the right gender and age. There were 3 named 
James, and the rest were all John. Besides the several farmers, labourers, and those whose 
occupations were not given, we are left with these few men of business: a bootmaker, a 
shoemaker, a “salor’’, a cooper, a tailor, a carpenter, and one fur trader. All of them were in 
present day Ontario. 


In 1871 for the same areas (less P. E. I.), there were 24 ofa total 29 listed J. Finlaysons named 
John, and the remaining five were the less popular James. Most were farmers and labourers. 
James, from Trafalgar in Ontario is now styled a “mariner” as opposed to his “salor” occupation 
of ten years prior, but he has only aged from 26 to 33. 


There is a very similar lineup to 1861 of professions for the rest, with the addition of John the 
physician aged 62 in Elora. We also have a lumberman, a salesman, two clerks, two carpenters, 
and a moulder. Again, all the men of business were in present day Ontario. 


One of the Johns was the fur trader in 1861, and ten years later is listed as a clerk with the 
“H. B. Co.” He was living in Algoma West, of mixed “Scotch and Indian” descent, aged 48 in 
this latest Census. In 1861 it was shown that he was born in Rupert’s Land. 


Another John, 40 years old, was living in a hotel! in Uxbridge, Ontario, listed as a “moulder”, 
and presumably he worked in a casting facility. Other residents of the hotel were a blacksmith, 
labourer, mechanic, stableman and...of course, a bartender. 


Without Newfoundland and later P. E. I. records, and assuming a Canadian origin of these 
counterstamps, we would be statistically correct to expect that his name was John, and he was 
from Ontario. All of the men who are listed with any kind of trade or profession were living in 
Ontario. Who would be the most likely to countermark coins? Of those trades given, the fur 
trader and the moulder are in my mind standing and waving both arms. 


It has been suggested that the Stiver would have circulated mainly in Nova Scotia due to the 
international trade routes, but the 52 years difference between 1813 when it was made and the 
Austrian pfennig is a very long time in which a lot of coin changed hands. As much as | want it 
to be a “bluenose”, I can see better possibilities m Upper Canada. 


One of the two “prime suspects” is the guy who worked with metal, and had both a mechanic 
and a blacksmith for neighbours. As a moulder, he may have come across “scrap” copper in his 
daily routine. The down side of that statement is the very purpose of his acquiring scrap coppers 
would be to melt them. 


perhaps that is true, but there is no real proof. There are great distances involved which might be 
a hindrance. The glimmer of hope though, lies in the documented usage of tokens by the HBC, 
and their very wide range of trade. 
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Another glint of light comes to us in the records of personnel held by the Hudson’s Bay 
Company Archives in Winnipeg. John Finlayson (fur trader in 1861) was first employed as a 
cooper’s apprentice from 1839 to 1844, and as a cooper in his own right from ca. 1844 to 1854. 
In 1854 he was assigned his own Post and maintained that position until pensioned in 1877. 


The punch used to mark the coppers under discussion was slightly over 34 millimeters long, or 
just a shade longer than the breadth of the largest copper stamped. The obvious conclusion is: 
the punch was not made specifically to counterstamp small coins. It would have been something 
that was already at hand. 


Coopers are known’ from medieval days to have used trademarks to identify their products for 
both a guarantee of quality, and as compliance to various regulations in the same manner as the 
Goldsmith’s Guild, to name but one example. Their trademark was also a tracking device, used 
to trace a given barrel back to its maker should the need arise. As an employec of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, his barrel would (hypothetically, if not in reality) bear the conjoined HB Co logo 
with his name as the cooper below it. 


Finlayson seems to have put more emphasis on his initials than the full name. The penny 
pieces could have accommodated almost all of the name if placed across their centres, but in both 
cases, the name was placed very near the “top” of the planchet, and in that one instance of the 
whole name appearing, the last part of it was at the bottom’. Every other stamp but one was 
placed deliberately near the top, or near the bottom. The lone wolf is the British farthing: the 
stamp crosses the middle of the obverse straight up Victoria’s neck. 


Did the fur trader do it? The connections are tenuous and weak. I would have preferred to 
have solid factual evidence. However, there is a term used in law courts that speaks to this 
situation. When enough facts are taken together, even without “the body” or a confession, a 
guilty verdict is still possible under the “preponderance of evidence.” 


I will not mind if someone comes up with a more appropriate perpetrator. 


Perhaps the Butler did it.

Oh May of this year, a cardboard token from the W. C. Edwards Co., of Rockland, Ontario was 


listed on Ebay. These early cardboard tokens did not have a large survival rate and are highly prized 
by collectors. Unfortunately, I was the underbidder for this item. 


William Cameron Edwards was born in Clarence Township of 
Russell County, Ontario in Canada West on the 7" of May, 1844. He was the 
son of William Edwards, 1810 - 1881 and Anne McNair Cameron, 1818 - 
1914. 

William Edwards began his schooling in Ottawa and while still quite 
young began working in the timber industry in Thurso, Quebec. In 1868 he 
| moved to Rockland, Ontario where he founded W. C. Edwards & Company 
@ = which built large sawmills in Rockland and New Edinburgh, Ontario. 


| On the 24" of January, 1885 he married Catherine Kate Margaret 
Wilson.

As a Liberal, he was elected as a Member of Parliament representing 
the electoral district of Russell in 1887. He was re-elected in 1888, 1891, 1896 and 1900. On the 
recommendation of Sir Wilfred Laurier, he was appointed to the Canadian Senate where he 
represented the senatorial division of Russell County until his death in Ottawa in 1921. 


At one time he owned the residence at 24 Sussex Drive, having purchased the property from 
Joseph Merrill Currier in 1902. 


Mr. Edwards accompanied Prime Minister, Wilfred Laurier to Queen Victoria’s Diamond 
Jubilee in 1897 and also to King Edward VII’s coronation in 1902. 


He was the president of the Canada Cement Company, a director of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, the Canada Central Railway, the Canadian Forestry Association and the Central Canada 
Exhibition. He was also a noted livestock breeder and was the president of the Russell Agricultural 
Society. He died in Ottawa at the age of 77 on the 17" of September, 1921. 


There are now two tokens known to have been used by the W. C. Edwards Co., in Rockland. 


A shellcard with paper backing good for 50¢ is listed in A Guide to Ontario Tokens, by Harry N. 
James, 2012.

Peter Smirlies, originally from Greece operated a chain of show shine parlors throughout parts 
of the United States and Canada. He used tokens in several of his stores. Two are known for

Fred Bowman listed this token under Toronto in error in his Trade Tokens of Ontario. 


In the 1890s Charles Swazie had a business manufacturing paper boxes and gum. In 1902 they 
were at 618-630 Dundas Street making chewing gum, pop corn, paper and fiber boxes. In 1911 the 
companies split into the O-Pee-Chee Gum Co., and Somerville Paper Box Company staying at the 
same address. At some time an advertising token was issued advertising both companies.

The Palasad Billiards is located at 775 Adelaide Street North on the northwest corner of 
Adelaide and Oxford Streets.

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There were at least ten dairies in London which made use of tokens. A token exists from 
another London Dairy, but whether the business actually got off the ground is not for certain. 


A one pint token exists from the dairy of J. Erskine at 117 Inkerman Street. That part of 
Inkerman Street which runs north from Nelson to Hamilton Road and is the second street east of 
Adelaide, consisted of vacant lots in 1897. By 1905 a Lyman Palmer is listed at this address. B. L. 
Dyer is here from 1909 until 1910. A Robert Erskine is listed as owner of the property in the directory 
for 1910-19. Robert and sons Fred and James operated a livery business at 78 King Street during this 
period. In 1918 Fred and James were both employed as drivers for the Canadian Express Company 
and still living at 117 Inkerman where their father was still listed as the owner of the property. By 
1919 the Erskines were no longer on Inkerman Street and the brothers were operating a used car 
business on Talbot Street. Although there is no record of a dairy ever being in existence at the 
Inkerman Street address from the time the house was built until the Erskines left and no Erskine is 
listed as operating a dairy during these years, it is quite possible that James Erskine delivered milk in 
conjunction with their livery business. It is possible that he even kept a cow or two.

The Hobbs hardware Company dates back to the 1870s. For many years it was located at 335- 
341 Richmond Street. It finally closed in 1985 while at the southwest corner of Oxford and Third 
Streets. This firm had an advertising medal, probably a watch fob which depicted a gold medal which 
had been awarded to the company. The medal was of silver-plated brass and was attached to a leather 
strap with a buckle.

In 2008 a round, aluminum 25 mm token, good for one pint was reported by collector Len 
Buth. It would seem to be a dairy token because of the pint denomination, however, Mr. Buth’s 
research determined that David A. McKewen was a confectioner, not a dairy operator. The token was 
probably used to exchange for a pint of ice cream or some sort of sweet product sold by the pint. Mr. 
Buth also states that it is possible that he sold milk or cream as a side line business. 


His business was located at 619 Richmond Street and he was only in business there from 1910 
until 1913. The McKewn residence was also at this address. 


David McKewn was born January 1* 1880, in London. He and his wife, Emma, had three 
children, Kenneth, Dorothy and Hazel. By 1911 Mr. McKewn was listed in the Canada Census as a 
baker. 


In 1908 - 09 D. Boan operated a confectionery business at 619 Richmond and he was succeeded 
by J. Hamilton in 1909 until 1910. After Mr. McKewen, a Miss J. Allenby was there as a milliner.

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Psychiatric Institute of Westminster Hospital Used a Behavioural Token 


A tiny (16mm) token was used for a short while in the Psychiatric Institute of Westminster 
Hospital. The token which is of white metal and round in shape has what appears to be an apothecary 
jar or perhaps even an inkwell incused on the obverse. What the piece was originally is hard to 
determine but it was used as a behavioural tool and was given to patients to spend in the hospital 
canteen. The token was worth 25¢ and could only be used by a hospitalized psychiatric patient at 
Westminster. This specimen came from the collection of the late William Powell, a long term 
employee of Westminster Hospital who in the latter years of his career worked closely with the 
hospitalized veterans. 


Western Fair Association - Before 1900 the Western Fair Association made use of presentation 
medals. A large (62 mm) medal depicting the exhibition grounds on the obverse and arms on the 
reverse, as well as a 36 mm medal showing a figure representing Ontario, rewarding Industry on the 
obverse, the reverse being the same as the former.

The fair also made use of admission tokens of which one good for 25¢ is depicted. This token is of 
brass and 27 mm in diameter. 
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Presumably the University of Western Ontario has awarded medals of some sort for various 
purposes. One such was awarded to Danny O’ Hagan in 1971 for “Singing Grade VI’. It is round, of 
white metal and 27 mm in diameter with a suspension loop at top.

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Most coin collectors from the London area have fond memories of a coin dealer, Tony Brito, 
who operated his business at 362 Talbot Street in London. Both Tony and his partner, Roy Stewart, 
a well known token collector and militaria dealer have both passed away. Their store was an informal 
meeting place for collectors for several years. The store under the name LONDON COIN CENTRE 
issued plastic advertising tokens, one of which is depicted here. This token is of plastic, green and has 


white lettering. It is 40 mm in diameter. 


Roy Stewart who was also a long-time member of the Canadian Association of Token Collectors also 
issued tokens of his own. These were issued in both brass and aluminum and are 32 mm in diameter.

City of London Gravel Check Tokens 


‘Cwo varieties of a formerly unknown London token came to light when they were reported to the 
collecting public by Len Buth in the December 2012 issue of Numismatica Canada. 


The tokens are both round, of aluminum, one being 25.22 mm in diameter and the other 22.15 
mm in diameter. The former is 1.62 mm thick while the latter is 1.40 mm thick. The obverses of both 
read: CITY OF / LONDON / GRAVEL / CHECK and the reverses: ONE LOAD. The placement of 
the word LONDON is different on the tokens. 


Mr. Buth’s research led him to the father-in-law of city employee, Lorne Seaton, Associate 
Director of Technology Services, Mr. Edward G. (Ted) Oakley. Mr. Oakley remembered helping his 
grandfather removing gravel from the Thames River when he was around 12 years old in 1929. Teams 
of horses and wagons or trucks were used to haul the gravel and upon leaving the river with a load the 
hauler would receive a token from a city employee which could be redeemed at City Hall.
